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THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION. 


Iv was not till the present week that the Industrial 
Exhibition at South Kensington could be said to 
have become a topic of national—to say nothing of 
international—interest. The long greenhouse-looking 
buildings which were, as it seemed, only appanages 
of the Albert Hall and the Horticultural Gardens, 
were unknown or misunderstood even by many of the 
visitors to the South Kerisihgton Museum; while 
strangers who had heard of an intended Exhibition of 
Arts and Manufactures asked, wonderingly, where 
was the “ palace" which was intended to revive the 
glories of 1851 and 1862? 

Now that the galleries have been opened for more 
than a week to the general—that is to say, to the 
shilling— public, people are still to be seen walking 
unobservantly through the long arcade, where won- 
derful and charming objects have been collected, 
expecting that at the end of the corridor they will 
come to а large dome of glass and iron, or to а 
spacious hall where will be displayed trophies 
and flags, fountains and flowers; and where some 
coup-d’ œil, some great masterpiece of heterogeneous 
grouping, will excite temporsry surprise by its big- 
ness, Íf ít showld fail to secure satisfaction by its 
fitness. 

We need not now tell our readers that there is 
nothing of the kind. The long corridors are not the 
avenues to any exhibition building, since the Exhi- 
bition consists, not in the edifico, Lut in the things 
exhibited. The whole design of the collection is 
educational, and interest is asked, not for the shell, 
but for the kernel. In those iong galleries are 
collected exquisite examples of art, choice specimens 
of manufacture, extraordinary appliances of science 
and manipulative skill, which are equal to any that 
were displayed at the former “palaces.” So plain 
апа so utterly unpretentious, if not unattractive, in 
character are the actual buildings, that the upper 
galleries receive a true charm from the prospect of 
the gardens over which they look; and the entry 
through the conservatory to the Albert Hall is an 
agreeable surprise—the great, lofty, oval building, 
with its cool even light and appeatance of vast 
presenting a fine contrast to the moderate 
dimensions of the long galleries form the 
Exhibition arcades, But, ав we havé already said, 
the visitor who goes with а defiüite under 
standing that the contents of those መሸ а ате 
the objects of attention, and that № is from them he 
is to learn something of the latest progress of art and 
industry, will not be disappointed. The cate and 
experience with which seleetions have been made and 
the various articles classified and arranged has given 
within an apparently small compass a wide tange of 
pleasure and instruction; and it only needs to com- 
тепсе a steady and intelligent examination to 
become aware of the truly useful and interesting 
nature of the colleotion. 

This refers to every portion of thé Exhibition; but 
as a large share—the largest sharé—of the space is 
devoted to pictures and fine-art manufactures, it is 
to these that the greatest attention will ultimately be 
attracted. The eastern and western galleries and the 
staircases contain many art-treasures, and it is in 
them that the objects сай be grouped to greater 
advantage. Once let the public get over the ordi- 
nafy expectation of a repetition of the vast iron and 
glass structure of 1851, and learn to look for what 
they have really come to 866, and they will begin to 
doubt whether, after all, am “exhibition” in its best

A few years ago, in the palmy days of 
May meetings, one might -stand on the curb- 
stone by that dim, cavernous portal, and check 
off celebrities by the dozen—might experience the 
most wonderful surprises by the recognition of the 
most unexpected people. Men who at other times 
were engaged in the City would put papers on their 
office doors, inscribed ** Return at two o'clock," and 
rush off at fever heat to fight their way to a back 
place under the gallery, where they would roarthem- 
selves hoarse, and come back again for post time limp 
апа trodden down at heel, but still cheerful with the 
consciousness of a well-performed duty. Breathless 
brokers would rattle back to Change in hansoms, 
and dinnerless managing clerks with a mission take 
Short cuts to Mincing-lane, munching a biscuit on 
their way; and, having disposed of their remaining 
business, would turn up again in the evening as fresh 
as paint to fight on the stairs, and get into a state of 
hilarity with a dozen elbows in their ribs and the 
bows of their ties twisted round $0 the backs of their 
necks, People went through this day after day, and 
would boast afterwards of not having missed a single 
meeting, or W compare notes about the portions 
of such speeches 88 they had been able to hear amidst 
the tumultuous applause of more favoured auditors,

The Hera left, Boston on Jan. 21, 1870, bound for 
Melbourne, with the late Earl on board. She has 
now arrived at Halifax, Nova Scotia, on her return 
voyage, and the newspaper referred to has obtained 
from those on board the following additional par- 
ticulars relative to the accident :— 


* The Hera had a glorious run off the coast, and 
had reached the warm waters of the Gulf Stream, 
when the wind died away into a light air from the 
northward, leaving a tremendous swell. Tremendous 
rollers sent the vessel almost rails under, and as the 
sails were being taken in the gaff flew from side to 
side with every roll, and the mate, becoming en- 
tangled by the downhaul (a rope rove through a 
block at the peak end, with both parts fast to the 
рар was thrown from the deck and jerked over- 
board. Captain Kent immediately saw him, and 
with his own hands threw him a rope, while the men 
hove planks towards him at the same time. He rose 
upon the crest of s ክህለ wave, but raised no cry for 
help; and, as the vessel had little or no way through 
the water, there seemed a chance of saving him.

STORIES OF WILD MEN. 


ል ‘*MAN-WOLF”’ 
is thus introduced by the Detroit Free Press, an Ame-

“Barly last winter parties living several miles 
from Windsor discovered in the woods, huddled up 
against a log in a vain effort to get warm, a curious 
kind of beast or man, one can scarcely tell which.

It is the general opinion that the strange 
being is the man who escaped from the lunatic 
ylum at Malden last fall, but this is an error. 
The fugitive was a strong, tall man, stand- 
ing very stiff and erect; whereas this spé- 
men is badly deformed, and would not have 
capable of making the stout resistance and the 
rapid flight made by the lunatic in question. But 
how the being came in the vicinity of Windsor no 
one is able to tell, or at least has not yet informed 
the public. A man named Seth Narmore, from

Мг, Narmore was one of the pursuers, and he is quite 
positive that this ‘man-wolf’ isthe identical lunatic, 
as that one did finally make good his escape, and no 
one was able to hunt him down. It is asserted, and 
it has been reported to the superintendent of police, 
that the ‘owners’ of this stranger do not treat him 
as they should. He is kept chained a good share of 
the time, and the rough boys of the neighbourhood 
are allowed to tease and vex him.”

Tur name of General 
Dombrowski has been so 
widely known as that of 
the commander of the 
Communist army of Paris, 
that а Portrait of the man 
who has attained to that 
dangerous honour will not 
be unacceptable to our 
readers, 

There was a General 
Dombrowski among the 
chiefs of the great army 
of the First Napoleon; 
that army which suffered 
at Moscow, and sustajned 
defeat after defeat to 
Leipsic and the places 
where the French were 
outnumbered and beaten 
before the abdication of 
the Emperor. The present 
General, however, is not, 
as far as we have heard, 
any immediate relative to 
the Polish General of that 
time. He is one of the 
leading foreigners 10 
whom the Commune has 
been compelled to intrust 
the work they have been 
unable to find French 
officers to accomplish. 
Cluseret (a naturalised 
American), Garibaldi, and 
Dombrowski have been the 
men to whom they have 
looked; and Dombrowski 
" was called to lead the 
troops to action at Asnières 
and Neuilly. Не was 
formerly a distinguished 
officer in the Russian 
Army of the Caucasus, 
but fought for the

THE RLTHAM MURDER, 


Тив ExAMINATION oP Poox, charged with the 
murder of the girl Clougen, near J was re- 
sumed on Saturday before the Greenwich Beneh. 


The only new evidence was that of Dr. Letheby as to 
the stains upon prisoner's shirt, trousers, & е- 
awake; and һе deposes that they аге unquestionably 
blood. He says they have all the characteristics of 
human blood, although he cannot say positively that 
they are. A human hair, Tin. long, of the same 
colour аз the hair of the deceased, was found on the 
trousers. Four spots on the hat are also ronounced 
to be blood. On cross-examination, Dr. Letheby 
said that the spots in no wa differed from what 
would be produced by biting the tongue in the case 
of epileptic fits (to which the accused is subject) ; 
but, on the other hand, in answer to the counsel for 
the prosecution, he said he should not expect blood 
from a self-inflicted wound to эрен оп the hat of 
the patient. Several witnesses who were called as to 
the time at which Pook had visited the > 0፻ ክ 
confectioner in Greenwich on the night о the 
murder made statements which were in a remarkable 
degree contradictory of each other. The prisoner 
was again remanded, and bail was refused.

THE FALL OF THE PARIS COMMUNE, 
anticipated for weeks past, appeared to be imminent 
when our present edition went to press. Like its 
neighbour Issy, Fort Vanves had fallen into the 
hands of the besieging troops; and M‘Mahon’s 
sappers were making the assault on the enceinte 
easy, The bombardment of the fort had been very 
heavy for several days, and the further defence had 
practically become impossible. The result was the 
garrison evacuated the fort, and are said to have got 
to Fort Montrouge by & subterranean way. On Sun- 
day the Versailles troops got into the fort, and found 
several guns and a good deal of ammunition and 
Some Qnem. The Federals have also been driven 
out of the convent of Issy. Marshal M‘Mahon has 
issued an order of the day to his army, thanking 
it for its efforts and promising it early and 
complete success. Оп the other hand, in Paris, 
the councils are more divided and distracted 
than ever. The men are discoura ed, and 
again and again refuse to fight. Boi Ж мы 
to take refuge in Belleville, and there arrange for the 
salvation of the city. Thus there is a new power 
፳ up, and rumours of more. The Radical 
papers assert that the members of the Commune 
contemplate resignation, because they are afraid to 
face the responsibility of continuing the struggle. 
But if the Commune can do nothing in the way of 
beating Versailles, it can issue destructive decrees 
ordering the demolition of the Vendéme column and 
the destruction of M. Thiers’s Paris residence. 


MOVEMENTS OF THE GERMANS. 

A Versailles telegram, dated Tuesday, asserts that 
the German troops are concentrating in the direction 
of Paris. The head-quarters of the Crown Prince of 
Saxony have been advanced from Compiégne to 
Margency, and the commander-in-chief of the Guard 
has removed from Senlis to Montmorency. 


THE TREATY OF PEACE, 


M. Jules Favre put the Treaty of Peace before the 
National Assembly for ratification last Saturday ; 
and Prince Bismarck has stated the effect of it to 
the German Reichstag. The period for making the 
first payments is lessened, and there are some further 

exchanges of territory. Otherwise the arrange- 
ments are those which have been already stated. In 
commenting on the provisions M. Favre charged the 
insurgents with having compelled the Germans to 
continue their occuption of the forts, and thus throw 
additional Бону claims upon the country.

UNDER WHICH KING? 


Count de Chambord has issued an appeal to the 
French nation recommending himself as King.

He expressed to his personal friends 
the great confidence that prevails in the Napoleonic 
camp as to the ex-Emperer’s final reoccupation of 
the French throne, and assured them that Napoleon's 
new Ministry is szlected and would be in working 
order the day he returns to Paris. He is responsible 
for a story current here, to the following effect :— 
Bismarck said that during the whole campaign he 
never lost a night’s sleep, but when he heard of the 
insurrection in Paris he did not sleep a wink the 
whole night. Napoleon, he says, received the same 
news just as he was leaving the Cassel station for 
England. He read the telegram, and, putting his 
hand to his heart, said, ‘ That does more for me than 
all the newspaper articles in the world can do.’ ” 


Garden Work.

KITCHEN GARDEN. 

THINNING out the young crops of such things as 
carrots and onions must be followed up as it becomes 
necessary. It is not well to thin these to the extreme 
limits at first: a few may fail afterwards, and thus 
leave too great а gap; besides, they are now in con- 
tinual request for the kitchen. A careful man should 
be sent amongst the beds to thin them out when 
wanted for the kitchen; for when left in the hands 
of lads, who are generally employed to serve vege- 
tables, they pull anywhere and leave great gaps, 
Lettuce, endive, cabbage, and cauliflower which were 
sown in beds must be planted out before they get too 
much drawn, and consequently spoiled, 

Sow а successional supply of salading. А cool, 
shady position must be set apart for this, or all the 
various subjects employed in filling the salad-bowl 
will soon bolt, or be wanting in that delicate cri 
ness so essential to а first-rate salad. Celery must 
planted out now, as fast as the trenches can be got 
ready and the plants are strong enough. Take up 
carefully, with a good ball, to prevent the plants 
feeling much of а check. 

FLOWER GARDEN. 

The bedding-out will now be in full swing in the 
southern part of this island. Plant out calceolarias, 
centaureas, and other subjects which have been 

wn entirely in a cold frame throughout the winter. 
ecently-struck plants which are not particularly 
strong had better have a week or two longer under 
glass. Tender pee like coleus, amaranthus, and 
lantanas should be left until the last. Many herba- 
ceous plants may be propagated by cuttings as they 
о out of bloom. ደርባ of these may also be sown, 
е plants should be pricked out before they get 
crowded, for they never get so strong or flower во 
freely as they otherwise would do.
